WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING

To: Hugh Swan, a citizen in the town of Greenwood in the county of Oxford. 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby directed to notify and 
warn the inhabitants of the Town of Greenwood, qualified by law to vote 
in said town, to meet at the Town Hall at Locke Mills Village, in said town 
on Saturday, March 12, 1988, 10 o’clock in the morning to act on the follow- 
ing articles, to wit:

Article 48. To see if the town will vote to create an Impact Fee Account 
and to authorize the Selectmen to spend out of this account monies ac- 
quired, this year and ensuing years. 


Article 49. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of $8,000 from 
Robert Chadbourne and transfer it to the Impact Fee Account. 


Article 50. To see if the town will vote to charge 11% interest annually 
on taxes not paid before Jan. 1. 


Article 51. To see if the town will allow a 2% discount on taxes paid 30 
days from date of mailing. 
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Article 52. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
by bid such real estate acquired by tax liens as they deem advisable for 
the best interest of the town and convey the same by quit claim deed. 
Such real estate to be advertised for two consecutive weeks in the Bethel 
Citizen and Norway Advertiser. 


The Registrar of Voters will be at the Town Hall at 9:00 o’clock on the 
morning of said meeting for the purpose of correcting the list of voters.
